HRROR IN PRESS DESPATCH ON DECISION IN LAND 


CASE GIVES WRONG I 


MPRESSION — SYDNEY 


WOODS, K. C., EXPLAINS TRUE MEANING 


In explanation of the error which 
oceurred in the press despatches from 
london, regarding the decision in the 
C.P.R. land case, Sydney Woods K.C., 
who acted for the province in. the 
action gave out the statement publish- 
ed below, this morning, The des- 
patches stated that the C. R. ex- 
emption of twenty years would run 
trom the date on which letters patent 
were granted to the settler. This is a 
ulis-statement, since the exemption 
will run from the time that patents are 
issued to the C.P.R. As soon as the 
land is disposed of by the railway 
company, it ‘becomes taxable, and re- 
mains taxable for all thine, 

The Western Canada Land Com- 
pany, who hold 500,000 acres of C.D. 
R. land, are now paying ‘taxes, and 
have done so since they took over the 


land from the C. P. R. Mr. Woods’ 
statement follows: 
In the Associated Press dispatch 


of the Privy Council judgment in the 
C.PLR, case, it is stated that the Privy 
council held that “unoccupied C.PR. 
lands were not taxible until twenty 
years after the actual grant of letters 
patent to the settler ever should there 
be a delay of many years on his part 
in taking out those letters patent.” 
This statement is quite incorrect and 
it should be made clear that the recent 
decision in no way affects the liability 
of any settler to pay taxes provided 
he occupies the land. Whether that 
land be C.P.R. land or homestead land 
or any Other kind of land the occu- 
yint of Jand is assessable as an occu- 
pant of the same under our law. But 
apam from this the important thing 
to remember is that the C. P, R. ex- 
emption ceases to be operative just 
sa soon as the land is occupied wheth- 
cr patent has been taken out for it or 
not. The language of the exemption 
clause is to the effect that the lands 
of the C. P. R. are exempt from tax- 
ation for twenty years after the grant 
shereot from the Crown “unless they 
are sooner sold or occupied.” So that 
‘as soon as anybody occupies \C.P.R. 
land not only does he become liable 
as the o¢cupant thereof but the land 
itself becomes liable to assessment, 
and even akthough the purchaser from 
the C.P.R. under agreement for sale 
unmy abandon his agreement and leave 
the land so that it reverts to its for- 
mer unoccupied state nevertheless 
such land still continues to be assess- 
able against the C.P.R. It as very 
important to remember that ‘this de- 
cision, namely that the rMilway com- 
pany were assessable in respect of 
lands that had been occupied and 
abandoned by their purchasers, has 
been conceded by the railway com- 
pany and they have paid to the pro- 
vince the arrears of taxes assessed in 
respect of his kind of land and are 
continuing to do so. This concession 
which the. government forced from 
the railway company as the result of 
bringing the actions that have recent- 
ly ‘been dismissed is a very important 
one and a very substantial gain to the 


province and it shows how erroneous 
itis to represent that the settler upon 
C.PR. land is free from taxes. 1 do 
not suppose for a moment that the 
railway company will misrepresent 
the position to their purchasers but 
it is a great pity that the Associated 
Press dispatch was worded as jit was

because it gives and cannot help but 
give a completely false impression to 
people contemplating purchasing land 
here, an impression which they will 
find when they settle in the west and 
are taxed is completely wroug, | 
think that every effort ought to be 
made to give. full publicity to the 
statement that I have made above so 
that no one willbe misled into think- 
ing that just because they buy C.P.R. 
land they are therefore exempt from 
taxes when they come there to settle 
upon the land. 

It is also important <0 observe that 
the person who buys from the C.P.R. 
under agreement of sale, even al- 
though he has not paid up his full pur. 
chase inoney, is assessable as the oc- 
cupant of the property even although 
he does not actually occupy if, This 
of course necessitates the local im- 
provement district or school district, 


taxing him, knowing who it is that 
has bought the land) from the com- 
pany under agreement of sale, but of 


they have this information they can 
unquestionably hat person 
whether that person is in the pro- 
vince or not and whether he occupies 
his land or not; and although the 
land, unless occupied, cannot be sold 
to satisfy these taxes nevertheless the 
same can ‘be collected from the pur- 
chaser under the agreement of sale as 
soon as‘he gets ihis transfer from the 
railway company and the taxes will be 
a charge upon the land qs soon as it 
ceases to be exempt, that is to say, as 
soon as all the payments have been 
made under the agreement of sale. 
This does not mean of course that the 
railway company are assessable or 
that the land is liable to be sold ior 
arrears of taxes, but it does mean that 
the person who has agreed to buy 
the land under agreement of sale is 
assessable and that the land he has 
agreed to buy can be charged with the 
taxes as soon as the whole purchase 
price has been paid) to the railway 
company. 

This latter point is of course more 
complicated than the one that I men- 
tioned above, but nevertheless what 
I have stated is quite well recognized 
as being good law. The important 
point, however, to correct at present 
is the impression that unquestionably 
will have gone abroad from the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch to the effect 
that people ‘buying C.P.R. land and 
settling on it are exempt from taxes 
for twenty years. Nothing is farther 
from the fact. Anybody who occu- 
pies land is assessable as the occupant 
of it no matter what the land may be 
and as soon as C. P. R. land is occu- 
pied it at once ceases to be exempt 
anyway.

{ TWO APPLICATIONS. 


Two applications for the position of 
street raihway superintendent, and two 
for the position of power house sup- 
erintendent, have been received by the 


conditions of life on the frontier as 
they really are, Robert W. Service's 
book, “The Trail of ’98” has been 
highly criticised. But like any other 
book of such a nature, it has ‘been 
widely read, having had a circulation 
up-to-date of something over 20,000. 

Does the book exaggerate condi- 
tions as they were in the Yukon at 
the time of the gold rush? That is 
one of the big questions the public is 
asking today. 

Robert Service, the author, who is 
today in Edmonton, gives through the 
columns of the Capital, a direct an- 
swer to that question. 

“No,” said Mr. Service, talking to a 
Capital reporter this morning, “there 
is not the least bit of exaggeration in 
the book. You can rest assured of 
that. 

“My whole process in writing the 
book was one of elimination. I had so 
much material at my command, that 
I] was compelled to cut out a great 
deal of it. There were things that I 
cut out of the book, much stronger 
than anything | left in. 

“My idea in writing “The trail of 
98," continued Mr. Service, who ‘ts 
a guest at the King Idward, ‘aside 
from any sordid) commercial aspir- 
ations, was to place the conditions of 
the Yukon at the time of the gold 
rush, before the public as 1] ‘believe 
they had never been put before. The 
conditions had been written up in a 
scrappy way before by many authors, 
but they had never been made the sole 
subject of a novel, and that was my 
purpose. The conditions are not one 
bit exaggerated, although some of the 
characters are fictitious, including the 
heroine.” 

Mr. Service will leave tonight over 
the C.N.R, to visit his mother and 
brothers who reside on homesteads a 
short distance out of Mannville, sixty 
miles east of Edmonton. The author 
will shortly return ‘to the Yukon, 
where he will write a second novel, 
the scenes of which wil Ibe laid in 
Cuba, where Mr. Service has recently 
spent a month or two. 

“Conditions are in a turmoil polici- 
cally in Cuba,” said Mr. Service. 
“The natives would like to start a re- 
volution but they are afraid that the 
United States would step in and 
seize the island, which would very 
probably occur.” rs 


OPEN PROVINCIAL 
ASYLUM IN APRIL 


Over roo Patients Will Be 
Brought to New Institution 
From Brandon 


Ifon. A. J. McLean, provincial sec- 
retury, will return from the south to- 
day, and will leave for the east in a 
few days, to look for a superintendent 
for the new provincial insane asylum, 
at Ponoka, which is to be opened in 
April. Mr. McLean some ‘time ago 
visited ‘the east for the purpose of or- 
dering equipment for the new asylum. 
It is likely that the appointment of 
a superintendent will be made on the 
return of Mr. McLean from the east. 
The best man yprocurable will be se- 
cured for the position. 

Some 1qo patients will be brougnt 
up from Brandon ito the new asylum 
when it is completed. These patients 
have been sent from Alberta, and will 
be taken off the hands of the Mani- 
toba government as soon as possible. 
These patients will practically fill the 
capacity of the new asylum, whioh has 
accommodation for about 150 patients. 
The government, it is expected, will 
shortly consider ‘the advisability of 
establishing the cottage system of 
treating patients in connection with 
the asylum, which will greatly in- 
crease the capacity.

A government publicity office and

In view of the stirring national 
sues with which the speech ram th 
Throne was bound to deal the ae 
turesque ceremony in the 
Lords was never attended with more 
glamor and splendor, ‘The ceremony 
was in strict accordance with prece- 
dent. ‘The procession to the cham- 
ber was of the same character as on 
similar occasions in the past, 
within was seen the same state page- 
antry, historic dresses, and revival of 
incient forms.

EXPERT TYPIST HERE. 


Will Give an Exhibition of Speed 
Writing in New Bijou Theatre 
Today. 


Miss Rose L. Fritz champion typist 
of the world and holder of all of the 
important championship trophies for 
speed typewriting in America and 
Europe is in the city and will give ex- 
hibitions of peed writing for the bene- 
fit of students of stenography and 
business men interested, 

Miss Fritz has for the past five 
years held the title of world’s cham- 
pion typist and during that time she 
has competed in thirty contests and 
has been successful gn every one of 
them. She holds the American cham- 
pionship trophy, the world’s trophy 
and the international trophy all of 


which she now holds permanently, 
having won them three successive 
times. 

Some of Miss Fritz records are 


really remarkable both for their speed 
and accuracy. Her best accuracy re- 
cord is an average of 102 words a mii- 
ute for one hour’s work in which there 
was but three errors. During the hour 
she made 36,804 strokes of which 
three were incorrect. Her fastest 
work was an average of 103 words a 
minute for one hour after deducting 
five words for every error made. She 
has made 265 words in a minute writ- 
ing a familiar sentence in which the 
words were short, 

During the five years she has been 
champion of the world Miss Fritz has 
toured in all parts of America and 
Europe. While in England she had

The other night it snow-

In turning a corner one of 
the engines struck the curb and top- 
pled over. The driver was painfully 
injured and the horse came very 
near running away. In the meantime 
the reserves of the nearest police sta- 
tion arrived on the spot and assisted 
the firemen in searching for the ‘blaze. 
They found no fire, but, hearing a 
noise on the roof, they investigated 
and upon reaching the housetop 
found the two men still belaboring 
each other.

SUB-DIVISION SOLD 


FOR HIGH FIGURE 


English Capitalists 
Beau Park for $96,o0o— 
Strathcona News in Brief 


Strathcona, Feb. 6-—The largest 
sub-division deal in months was re- 
ported Saturday in the city and is be- 
ing completed today. This is the pur- 
chase of Beau Park in the southwest- 
ern part of Strathcona by a big syndi- 
cate of English capitalists who are 
paying in the vicinity of $96,000 for 
the land. A part of two quarter sec- 
tions are comprised in the area pur- 
chased, the property lying directly 
west of Parkdale, the sub-division 
bought by outside capitalists for 
$60,000 last week. 

Beau Park ‘has for several years 
been owned by ex-Alderman  Len- 
drum, D. L. S, who bought the land 
for $10 per acre. Mr. Lendrum sur- 
veyed a considerable portion of the 
north quarter into lots four or five 
years ago and disposed of some of the 
sites during the boom year of ’07. The 
fairly close proximity to the univer- 
sity grounds will make the property 
eventually valuable as a_ residential 
district, and it is to this purpose that 
the purchasers will sub-divide and re- 
sell at some future time. The syndi- 
cate is represented here by W. J. Mc- 
Namara, and the deal was put through 
by the firm of J. G. Tipton and Son 
of this city. 

It is rather significient to note since 
this deal has been consumated that 
last fall Judge Taylor allowed an ap- 
peal of Mr. Lendrum for a reduction 
in the civic assessment, His Honor 
holding that the land in question was 
nothing imore than farm and which 
could only be taxed $100 per acre ac- 
cording to charter provisions. This 
same property is now sold at $400 per 


acre. ‘The quarter to the south 
brought $300 per acre. 
The sale of Beau Park reminds 


those who figure that about 1500 acres 
in sub-divisions have been purchased 
in the west end of property surround- 
ing the university grounds.  Practi- 
cally the entire area has been purchias- 
ed by outside dnvestors, no less than 
three English syndicates being among 
the purchasers. The money invested 
in ‘these acres totals well up around 
the $400,000 mark and this is sufficient 
indication to the average buyer that 
capitalists recognize in the University 
City a centre of great importance with 
the growth of the future.

It casts money to keep major lea- 
gue baseball teams recruited up to the 
standard demanded in the big show, 
says The Philadelphia Ledger. The 
fans who read during the summer and

autumn concerning purchased and 
drafted players. who follow the work 
of the scouts and who keep a wea- 
ther eye on the big sales by minor 
leagues probably have little idea of 
the vast sum involved. 


The minor leagues received just 
$201,350 from clubs in the National 
and American Leagues for the con- 
tracts of ball players during 1910. If 
cach club gets two good players from 
this small army of recruits the aver- 
age will be maintained. That would 
fix the price of a competent major 
league player at $10,000. The money 
paid for others than the thirty com- 
petent men is simply wasted in ex- 
perimenting. Do you wonder that the 
magnate is a busy man? 

The American League was more 
liberal by $18,250 than the National 
League. The American seemed more 
anxious to get the cream of the min- 
ors, for $117,400 was expended on 
purchased players compared with $80,- 
340 ‘by the National. Of course, the 
best men are gobbled up before the 
drafting season begins. On the draft 
list the American spent $37,800, while 
the National let loose $16,700, This 
made the totals $155,300 for ~the 
American and $136,700 for the Na- 

Owner Charles Somers of thy 
Cleveland Club was the real liberal 
spender. The man who chucked a lot 
of money into the American League 
when it started, and virtually made it 
successful, has not grown stingy when 
his own club hit the toboggan. The 
Naps let loose $27,300 in cash for men 
outright and have optional agree- 
ments. for $12,000 in addition to a 


mere $6,000 for drafted men, making | 5 


the tidy total $46,000 for added 
strength in one season, 
The Chicago White Sox were lib- 


eral spenders. Comiskey made a lot! 
of money with a very poor club this 
year, and in return set about building 
up, if such a thing is possible. He 
paid Secretary John Bruce of the Na- 
tional Commission just $8,700 for 
players purchased outright, and owes

Precautions Being Taken to Prevent 
Rats Carrying Disease Ashore. 

Vanoouver, Feb. 4.—Owing to. the 
fact that bubonic plague is raging at 
the present time in the Far East, the 
local and provincial boards of health 
are taking extra precautions and are 
renewing their activities in combat- 
ting this dreaded disease. All rules 
and customs which were enforeed 
when the plague visited the United 
States will be put into practice with 
all steamships entering Canadian 
ports from the Orient, 

Every cable connecting any steam- 
ship with the dock must be? guarded: 
with tin plates and every vessel must | 
keep six feet from the wharf to pre- 
vent the rodents from leaping to the 
shore. It will also be compulsory for} 
a man to be stationed at every gang- 
way for the purpose of keeping the 
rats from taking the passenger route 

Steamships which fail to | 
with these rules will be subjected to a! 
heavy fine, as the officials are deter- 
mined io prevent the plague from} 
gaining a foothold on this side of the 
Pacific. Inspectors have been appoint- 
ed to sce that the rules are enforced 
and a close watch will be kept on 
every steamer from the Orient,

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THE KILAGSHIP 


Future Carder of P Prince of Wales 
Is Announced—to Tour the 
Empire 


London, Feb. 4—aAn obviously au- 
thoritative statement has been pub- 
lished dealing with the future career 
of the Prince of Wales, 


The young Prince will complete his 
course of training in the senior divi- 
sion of the Royal Naval College, Dart- 
mouth, next April. It was at first sug- 
gested that he should accompany the 
King and Queen on their visit to In- 
dia at the end of the present year, but 
this idea has been abandoned. As 
soon as he leaves Dartmouth the 
Prince will begin to read for a short 
university career,and he will probably 
enter Christ Church, King Edward's 
old college, in the autumn. 

He will not remain at Oxford for 
the regulation four years, two years 
being the utmost that can be spared 
for this portion of his training. Rooms 
are shortly to be fitted up for him 
at Buckingham Palace and Windsor 
Castle, and his studies will be directed 
by his present tutor, Mr. Hansell, as- 
sisted by various professors ‘The 
Prince, it is stated, is already well up 
in the subjects necessary for matricu- 
lation, and he is expected to pass his 
entrance examination with case. 

While he is at Oxford the Prince of 
Wales will lead precisely the same life 
and will be ‘subject to the same dis- 
ciplinc and routine as any other un- 
dergraduate. A special suite of rooms 
will be provided and furnished for 
him and he will have his own tutor, 
but this will be the limit of the ex- 
ceptions made in his favor. 

No Discrimination. 

The Kiny is very firm on this point, 
and so long as any of his sons are be- 
ing educated he is determined that 
their rank shall not assist them and 
that they must succeed or fall on their 
merits. This much he has made clear 
to his family on more than one oc- 


| casion. 


An illustration of this was given 
shortly after the Prince of Wales was 
entered as a cadet at the junior sec- 
tion of the Royal Naval College at 
Osborne. He was invited to a garden 
party one afternoon, and was very 
anxious to attend, To his disgust, 
however, he was refused permission 
to be present by the authorities of 
the college, on the ground that his 
attendance was necessary at a special 
class of instruction that was to be 
held that day. 

Tn high dudgeon, Prince Edward, as 
he then was, wrote a letter of com- 
plaint to his father, The King at 
once inquired into the true condition 
of affairs, and when he was informed 
of the c‘rcuimstances his reply to his 
eldest son was at once short and d2- 
IIe saw no reason, he said, in 
effect, to interfere in the matter. His 
son had to learn as quickly as possible 
that he was at the college merely as 
a cadet, and not as a Royal Prince, 
and that the rules that. applied to his 
comrades applied with equal foice to 
himself. Jt was his place to set an 
example to the other boys by a cheer- 
ful obedience to orders, however irk- 
some the task migh be, and not to 
look for special favors because of his 
high birth. 

This taught the young Prince a 
very salutary lesson, and he has never 
complained to his father since of any 
duty that has been assigned to him. 

The Prince is stronger in mathe- 
matics than in classics. Though a 
great reader he has no great liking 
for the dead languages, but greatly 


prefers modern history and_ bio- 
graphy, He has some command of 
modern tongues and can already 


speak French and German with a tol- 
erable amount of proficiency. Mathe- 
matics is a very strong subject, and 
in it he carried off the palm at both 
Osborne and Dartmouth, the two Na- 
val training establishments. 

An Empire Tour. 

When his university course is at an 
end the Prince of Wales will set off 
on a tour of the British Empire, ac- 
companied by his brother, Prince Al- 
bert The precedent of the similar 
tour undertaken by the present King 
and the late Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale in the cruiser Bacchante 
will ‘be very closely followed. Since 
that time, however,the empire has ex- 
panded to an extent hardly to be con- 
ceived, and it is estimated that at leas: 
twelve months will be necessary for 
the Princes to gain even the most 
cursory knowledge of the great do- 
minions over which their father rules. 

As was the case in the tour of the 
King a cruiser will be specially fitted 
up for the accommodation of the 
Princes, and this will probably be of 
the Indomitable type. The Princes 
will be attended by a rather large 
suite, including distinguished repre- 
sentatives of the army and navy. 

Precedent lays it down most em- 
phatically that the heir apparent to 
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the British throne shall be closely 
identified with the army. This is to 
be adhered to in the case of the 
Prince of Wales. Prince Albert on the 

other hand is to be destined to follow 
in the footsteps of his father and’ to 
become in due course a sailor Prince. 

Therefore when the Princes return 
from their tour round the world the 
Prince of Wales will be at once gazet.

AZCONA WON’T GO 
BACK TO MEXICO 


Opponent of "President Diaz Is 
Putting Up Fight Against 
Extradition 


Wiashington, feb. 2—Omithe dock- 
et of the district count today appear- 
ed the case of Juan Sanchez Axcona, 
aformer member of ¢he eMxican con- 
gress and related to several of Mexi- 
co’s most prominent diphomatic re- 
presentatives, who is fighting extradi- 
tion sought by ithe eMxioan govern- 
ment onh charge of obtaining memey 
under false pretences. Axoona has 
been in the custody of a United States 
marshal since December 6, when tus 
provisional arrest nvas ordered on ‘teie- 
graphic infromationfurnished the state 
department by the Mexican govern 
ment, The papers outlining the 
charges ngainst Azcona arrived this 
week an dthe hearlng arranged for 
today has attracted unusual interest 
among ithe diplomats of whe Latin- 
American republics. 

Azcona thas repeatedly dochred what 
the charge is a ruse onthe part of the 
Mexican government to secure this re- 
turn to!Mexican territory. ‘He admits 
he was active in stirring up opposition 
to President Diaz at the time of the 
last election and claims that ¢he news- 
pauper in Mexico City, which he start- 
ed, was forced tto discomtinue publica. 
tion because of government interfer- 
ence.
